Tho 
second—that of Chephren or Ivhnfni— 
was 471! feet lilirh and 700 feet wide. 
The third—that of Myccrinus or Men- 
kaura—was never completed, but It 
stood. neverthi'le.ss, 213 feet high and 
'Hil feet sipinre at tho base. 


In ull nearly seventy of these pyra- 


mids have been li>cuteil, and. Inasmuch 
as they all appear to have been royal 
sepulchcrs. It Is the belief that the. 
d.i mt.sdcs of tile builders coverts! a pe- 
rlml of at least a thousand years. The 
area of the Great Pyramid Is more than 
thirteen acres—above twice as urcut 
as that of St. 1'eler's at Home. Thu 
pasb.ices leading to (he chambers cou- 
(nluluk' the royal mummies dclled de- 
tection for thousands of years, only to 
be turn open at lu»t and their contents 
ruthlessly imide iinriiy ultli. 


Of modern edlllces the tallest by far 


Is tho Krcat lilCfel tower of Paris, 
whose stcul webbed structure pierces 
tho blue to a height of !IS-I feet. Then 
COUH-H the \Voolworth biilldiug In New 
York, the loftiest oillce bulldliiK In the 
world, Its llfty-llvc Htorles rising 750 
feot Into the air.
